No fees are to be charged for services
rendered on behalf of the United States, with the exception of those specifically prescribed in items 4(b), 4(e), and
4(f). No fees under this schedule shall be charged to federal agencies or programs which are funded from judiciary
appropriations, including, but not limited to, agencies, organizations, and individuals providing services authorized
by the Criminal Justice Act, 18 U.S.C. § 3006A. and Bankruptcy Administrator programs.

Fees required for new civil cases opened electronically, notices of appeal. and pro hac vice applications are to be
paid via the Court’s Case Management/Electronic Case Files (CM/ECF) system. Payment for a new civil case
opened electronically is made by the attorney during the filing of the case initiating document. Payment for notices
of appeal and pro hac vice applications may be made during electronic filing of those documents. See also,
Internet Credit Card Payments in CM/ECF — Pay.gov, available on the Court’s website for additional information.

This
fee shall apply to services rendered on behalf of the United States, if the reproduction of the recording is available electronically.
